CKILINGS ON THK HOOF 

The office of price iitinilnl.stratloii appears 
to liKve won the Ions battle over price ccU- 
liigs on live bDcf animals", which have been 
bttlerly opposed by cattle raisers, major 
packers, niid tlic wiir lood administration. 
The office of economic stnhlllKatlon Is ex-, 
pcctcd shortly to announce the ruling that 
will give OPA control over prices from hoof 
to hamburger, and which ought to result in 
more beef' getting to market and onto our 
dinner tables. 

OPA makes no rash claims for the new 
ruling. It predicts only that the cclllnE will 
relieve price pressures which, In the past year, 
have strained the existing beef program dan- 
gerously near the breoklng point. Last year's 
"strike" by cattlemen (hushed up. by OPA) 
kept beet off the market In the hope that 
public Indignation, plus pressure from the 
agriculture department, would blow the Ud 
oft the whole price eetup as regards beef. 
The Impending extension of control should 
prevent a recurrence, 

Opposition to this control has maintained 
that a fair overall celling cannot be put on 
live animals,. since beef Is priced by grade 
and it is Impossible to Judge grade on the 
hoof. That Is true, and price control will not 
affect the trutli one way or the other. The 
point Is that the tradtlonal .speculative meth- 
od of buying live beef now carries' a real 
. and continuing threat of Inflation. 

So far, the large paclting houses have been 
able to make a go of It, even under OPA rcmt- 
lotions. Their activities are so dlversKlcd 
that they can sell beef at a scant profit, or 
at times even a loss, and mUkc up the dif- 
ference on byproducts. It Is the small pack- 
er, who slaughters or processes but doesn't 
do botli, who has caught it In the neck. Some 
such firms have had to quit. Others have 
been forced Into hlack marketing to survive. 

It Is to protect Uiese small businesses as 
well aa the consumer that OPA has fought 
lor beef ceilings to cover the whole indus- 
try. Present price controls have worked at 
a rather Ineffective brake, since n limit on 
the packer's selling price also limited what 
ho could pay- But present controls could not 
limit last year's ait-down on the range. How, 
with a legal limit on what he can get, the 
atockman cannot hope to gain much by re- 
peating that technique. 

The impending celling will be the signal 
for a chorus of loud howls. But granting that 
some of them will be Justified, the new regu- 
lation is Etui itneeded step toward breaking 
tho'black market and the bccfstcalc bottle- 
neck. ■

Beginning in IMB, the salmon 
were trapped below Grand Coulee, transport- 
ed in refrigerated tank trucks to other tribu- 
taries of the Columbia, and politely 'asked to 
spawn there, hereafter. The aalmon are 
smarter than you think, for by golly, they' 
caught on. This year, when the 4-year-old 
fry came back to lay their first eggs, instead 
of heading for the ancestral maternity wards 
above Grand Coulee, they went to the tribu- 
taries whither their mammy salmon had 
been transported by man for lylng-In, and 
where these fry had been hatched. So suc- 
cessful has the experiment been that next 
, year all the aalmon wanting to go above 
Grand Coulee will .bo migrated to other 
spawning grounds, to change their homing 
instincts. Tlie same thing will be done below' 
Shasta dam. on the Sacramento In California,
